Chamber of
Commerce and Merchants" Association
df 'San Francisco, to convey tho sym-
pathy and assltanco of tho people of
Hawaii to tho stricken city. George
W, Smith, president of tho Merchants'
Association, was present, and assured
tho Chamber that tho Association
would also appoint Morgan as It agent.

A resolution was unanimously adopt-
ed, that tho secretary of tho Chamber
request Aotlng Governor Atkinson to
opon a general relief fund, in order
that the subscriptions not only of Ho-
nolulu, but of all the Islands, might bo
received, and handled In u general way
for tho benefit of those suffering from
the disaster.
